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CONGRESS TO DISCUSS SEPARATION OF 
PLUMBING AND HEATING FROM 
GENERAL CONTRACT.

NE of the most vital actions of recent years, 
if carried through to completion, is the sep- 
aration of the plumbing and heating from 

contracts for government work. 

That Congress will soon have an opportunity to 
consider the matter is indicated by a bill introduced 
in the House on March 6th, by Congressman ‘lag- 
gart of Kansas. 

It is known as House Bill 14288, and is reprinted 
in full on page 374 of this issue, in connection with 
the report of the Kansas State Convention. 

The importance of this bill, if passed, 1s appar- 
ent to those who have given it thought. But a 
mere passive acquiescence in anything Congress 
does or does not do, will not secure its passage. 

“Domestic Engineering” has gone to much trou- 
ble to secure the facts concerning this bill. The bill 
has been referred to the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds of the House of Representatives, 
consisting of the following members:

li the matter is to be brought toreibly betore the 
committee, the master plumbers and steamfitters of 
the United States, as well as the jobbers and manu 
facturers, must take aggressive action. 

A lobby of the big government contractors, it 1s 
understood, 1s being organized to deteat the meas 
ure, killing it in committee if at all possible. That 
the contractors do not relish the measure 1s evident. 

A might telegram from every influential master 
plumber and steamfitter in the district of a member 
of Congress, will effectively force it upon his atten 
tion. The despatch of telegrams to the members of 
the committee will of course prove most effective, 
particularly to the one from your own state. 

Several of the state associations have already 
taken such action, but this action should be supple- 
mented by that of individual members. 

“Whether you know the members of this commit- 
tee or not, send your telegram urging the passage of 
this bill,” said a prominent association man: 

“We must get that committee stirred up to favor 
able action in this matter. A night telegram is an 
effective way of communicating your wishes to a 
member of this committee. 

“Tf that congressional committee were to receive 
a few thousand telegrams (or even letters for that 
matter), they would be very apt to sit up and pay 
attention. 

‘Telegrams and letters urging action on a certain 
proposition have a powertul effect. We all recall 
that it was the thousands of telegrams that were 
shot over the wires to the delegates at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, that changed the senti- 
ment of the convention from Clark to Wilson. 

“Let us then as master plumbers dispatch our 
united desires on this bill to separate mechanical 
equipment from the general contract on government 
work, to the individual members of the committee 
having the matter in hand at this time. Unless we 
act, the committee may pigeon-hole the bill and we 
will hear no more about it. Now it the opportune 
time. Let us act in unison and ACT AT ONCE.”

Jl ould you recommend this, remem- 
bering that it 1s almost always objected to by the customers? 

Answer: Cartage is a service performed, and should, 
or must, be paid for by the customer in some manner. 

Ouestion No. 27. Suppose / cut my retail sales 1-3 by find 
ing out my correct overhead and add on a proper profit, will 
/ lose? 

Answer: Have the courage of your convictions and 
forget all about losing one-third of your trade and apply 
the knowledge of your “overhead cost” in such a manner 
that you will not lose your trade or any part of it. Note 
my summing-up remarks just before question 16. 

Question 28. Also the time going and coming ts very often 
objected to by customers. How are you going to get ove 
that? 

Answer: Not necessary to get over it at all, as you 
must pay your men for every minute of their time, so 
should the customer. 

Question No. 32. If I do all shop work, wouldn’t putting 
all profit on labor necessitate re-marking selling prices on 
material? Also, remember that most of the books on cost 
systems speak about the necessity for knowing the cost, but 
fail to give details of just how a man is to go at it, just what 
sort of books to get, how to handle this and charge, etc. Of 
course, | understand that the master plumber must have some- 
what of a head on him and use his own judgment in many 
Cases. 

Answer: Would refer you to read “Office Methods” 
by Dawson, “Domestic Engineering,’ Oct. 11, 1913—and 
to “What Should the Selling Price Be?” Dec. 13, 1913, 
issue of “Domestic Engineering.” 

As this was the sixth discussion of the same topic 
the writer thought the matter thoroughly covered, but, 
to his astonishment, the 156 members present decided 
that the topic for discussion at the April meeting should 
again be along the same line. In response to the writer’s 
repeated requests for just this, one member volunteered 
to send in (provided 24 others would do the same) a 
complete record of his last year’s business and expense 

account and, as a large number of members volunteered 
to do likewise, the April discussion promises to be the 
best we have had so far. It will give us an opportunity 
to dissect these statements and we will come pretty 
near getting the truth. Several years ago at the con- 
vention of the Pennsylvania Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion at Johnstown, Pa., I made this same request, but 
failed to get a response. 

One of the interesting features of the discussion was 
the question: “What does it cost per hour to employ a 
journeyman plumber or fitter?” One member stated 
that he found during a given year it cost him nearly 17c 
per hour per man. In other words, if the mechanic re- 
ceived 50c per hour and the charge made for his services 
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to the customer was 65c per hour, it failed to pay, by 2e 


per hour, for what it cost to employ him 

Another teature of interest was brought out by a mem 
ber who at random figured up that it cost a given shop, 
at a certain fixed expense, $8 per day to carry on busi 
ness; that is, if Overhead Expense amounted to $2,400 per 
annum, it would mean, basing the year on 300 working 
days, that it costs $8 per day to keep the shop going. 
Assuming that four men are employed, each working 8 
hours per day, a total of 32 hours, it showed that at this 
rate of expense it would be necessary to get 25c per 
hour above his cost for the time of every man in the 


shop; or, if only 3 men would be employed (a total of 


294 hours) 331-3c above cost ot wages pet hou would 
have to be added in order to pay just for the privilege 
of having the men to send out, not includine anv actual 
profit. The member further stated that during some win 
ter months, when men are occupied thawing out pipes, 
etc., not using much material, it is quite possible, at the 
low rate of charges prevailing, that we often employ 


men at a loss

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THAWING FROZEN PIPES BY ELECTRICITY.

The principle which underlies all methods of thawing 
frozen water pipes by electricity is the fact that electric 
currents in passing through a conductor which offers 
much resistance to the current, creates a large amount 
if heat in the conducting material, this heat causing the 
ice to melt. 

The ice in the frozen pipe, and the pipe itself, espe- 
» that the

cially at the joints offers a high resistance, s

conditions are right for the development of heat. A large 
amount of current is needed, and this is provided in a 
variety of ways. Sometimes a dynamo mounted on a 
truck is used for this purpose, but in most cases the 


most convenient source of electricity is the electric light- 
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ing mains, most of such systems now using alternat 
rather than direct current. When alternating currents 
in use it is necessary to use a step-down transformer. 7] 
primary coil of the transformer is connected direct 
the lighting mains, and the passage of an alternati: 
current through this coil induces a current in the seco: 
ary coil at a lower pressure or voltage than that of 
lighting mains. The voltage on the secondary circuit 
generally about 50 volts. 

The outfit for thawing, generally mounted on a truc! 
consists chiefly of the transformer and a water resistan: 
This apparatus and the connections are seen in our il. 
lustrations. The water resistance generally consists 
a small barrel salt water containing two copper plates 
connected as shown. The secondary leads are connected 
on each side of the frozen section of pipe. Long leads 
are used, and often the most convenient method is 
connect one of them to the nearest hydrant, and th: 
other to the piping inside the house. When the current 
is first turned on, the copper plates should be far apart 
in which position the resistance is greatest. If it is found 
that more current is needed it can be obtained by reduc 
ing the resistance, that is, by moving the copper plates 
closer together. For service pipes a current of 200 to 300 
amperes is generally used. The time necessary for thaw- 
ing naturally depends on the length of frozen pipe, its 
size, amount of current, etc. When conditions are favor 
able, a service pipe should thaw in ten to twenty minutes. 

As the plumber is not generally an electrician, and 
there is danger in such work, he should get advice or the 
service of an electrician. In some cities the thawing of 
mains and service pipes is in the hands of the water de- 
partment, which is a wise provision. 

Thawine outfits can now be obtained from manufa: 
turers of electrical apparatus. We do not understand 
how it would be possible to thaw pipes by steam when a 
supply of steam was not available. The method described 
in our December 13th issue, at the end of the article in 
question, apparently called for the use of hot water rathe 
than steam. 


A DOMESTIC HOT WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM. 





Fditor “Domestic Engineering”’:—We enclose a rough 
sketch of a circulation system which we recently installed 
in two two-family houses. The original intention was to 
connect the boilers with a coil in the furnace in the cellar, 
a separate heater for each family, but the owner decided 
to heat the water from a heater in the cellar of his own 
house in the rear. We ran our circulating pipes down 
onto cellar ceiling and then ran about 20 feet to reat 
of cellar, thus each house had two return and two flow 
pipes running between boiler, and being hooked togethe: 
before going out through cellar wall. 

We would like to know if, with four separate feeds 
(cold water supply pipes), we can expect this installation 
to heat the water in all four boilers. Would a check valv 
on the return be of any service? If so, at what point 
We can figure out the circulating part all right, but th: 
four different supplies and the effect they are likely to 
have puzzles us. We will be glad to have your criticis:

Perhaps such a statement sounds a bit vague and para 
doxical. But it is not so. When radiators were encrusted 

ith a wealth of tropical floresence to simulate a summer 
earden wall or were embossed with cupids, nymphs and 
fawns to harmonize with Louis XIV. furnishings, art 
lay sick of a fever and any poor devil of us that at- 
tempted to nurse him in the presence of an architect be- 
came the butt of gentle satire. 

Still, we must not be too severe. That was a period 
of adolescence. The radiator swaddled in terrible beauty 
was trying to grow up. It knew that distributing heat 
units was its function and it performed in that respect 
reasonably; but it had ambitions socially; it wanted to 
fit in and be liked. To that end it sought the aid of fine 
raiment, and as is not unusual, slightly overdid it. Late- 
ly, seeing more clearly what are the qualifications to 
good society, it has discarded many furbelows from its 
wardrobe and given some thought to its own character. 
\nd Art has recovered, as all good artists assure us it 
will when there is an honest intent to produce that which 
will best serve its purpose. A farm wagon may thus be 
a work of art and an artistic farm wagon will never look 
like a chariot in a circus parade. 

Perhaps the manufacturers consciously guided this 
happy alliance of Art with their product, yet quite as 
likely they had not the slightest notion that they had 
anything to do about it. We incline somewhat to the 
latter theory; indeed if we had the imside facts they 
might reveal that all art theories and ambitions wer 
chucked along with the designers of nosegays, medalions 
and curlycues. “To blazes with Art; we are going t 
build a radiator’; they may have declared. Presto! What 
an idea! Why, their radiator became an aartistic e 
pression. Reduced to simplicity and dignity of line; prop 
erly proportioned—height to length and both to widt! 
jointed so substantially that all its parts stand as one, ye' 
those parts so spaced as to proclaim the radiator a heat 
distributor rather than a Japanese trellis and the enti 
surface chaste and honestly built with no pretense t 
Florentine bronze—that in our modest opinion may | 
the measure of a work of Art.

Consumers in the Eastern States have bought very little 
pig iron in the last few weeks, most of the orders being 
for lots of a few hundred tons Even the order for a 
manutacturer ot plumbing supples in Paterson, N. J., 
whi h has been talked about in the street tor. se veral 
weeks, only amounted to 1,800 tons. Steel buying 
showed some improvement, particularly in finished strue 
tural shapes and pipe. The orders for pipe have been 
unusually large. New building work is not active, but it 
is said that there 1s going to be considerable improvement 
in this line. Activity in cast-iron pipe has been pro- 
nounced in several quarters, and it 1s evident that buying 
of this kind of material will be unusually large. One of 
the recent large contracts was for a Mississippi River 
bridge at Memphis, about 1,000 tons of structural work for 
the Pennsylvania R. R. electrification of the Chestnut Hill 
branch, and 1,200 tons for the third-trackinge of the Brook 
lyn elevated.
